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But Tam cow comé to th Part c 
this Work; As the Power of the King of 
Sweden never reftrain’d me from cenfaring, 
his Bxorbitance 3 fo neither fhall his Misfor- 
tunes make forget the Concern, the In- 
tereft of Europe, or et the Proteftant Reli- 
gion, has in his future Prefervation, whe- 
ther I {peak of his Perfon or of his Capacity, 
as King of Sweden. ; 

For this Reafon give me leave to fay, i 
‘any of the Princes of the North taking Ad- 
vantage of the prefent Dilafters of the King 
of Sweden, thal) bafely fall upom his Domi- 
nions, and attempt to difmgmber Sweden 
from the reft.of the Kingdoms of Europe, 
as a State or as. a Crown; if they hail affift 
the Czar of Mafcovy to conquer Sazdin, of 
indeed nq Part of it — Give me leave 
to fay, fo far they undermine the general 


‘Peace'of Europe, deftroy the Liberties cf 


Germany, weaken the Proteftant Interef, 
and expofe even themf{clves as well as their 
Neighbours to unaccountehle Daagers— 
Agd chey will make i¢ indifpenfibly necef- 
fary to thefe Perts of Europe, to concern 
themfelves in the Defence of Sweden, to 
preferve the general Ballance of the North, 
and re-eftablith the great Treaty of Munfter, 
which was purchas'd by the Blood and 
Treafare cf the Swedifh Nation, and on the 
Foot of which the Liberties of the Prote- 
ftant Princes of Germany are to this Day 
eftabtith’d. 

To make this out, therefore give me 
leave to looka little back into theState of 
Religion in Germany, at thé. Time when 
the Swedes were firft concern’d in the De- 
fence of it———. And then to examine the 
Ballance of Power between the Proteftant 
and Popifh Princes and States of Europe, 


_as it ftood at the Beginning of the late War 


here ; aud from thefe fome Judgments may 
be made of the real: Intere{t and Concern, 
all the Proteftants of Europe have in the 
Prefervatiorn of Sweden at this time. I fhall 
be able to do this but in a fummary Man- 
ner at prefent, being, at the Writing of 
this in the North of North-Britain, and re- 
mote from the Help of Books or Affiftance 
of orhers, whofe Memory might be better 
furnith’d (han my own.

member, when the Proteftants in 

having been reduc’d to the utmoft 
mity by the Power of the Emperor, w 
at the Brink of giving up All to the Arbie 
trary Treatment of thcir Popifh Enemies, 
ail their moft powerful Attempts to recover 


their Liberties, were bofl:d by the fupe- 


rior Arms of Ferdingnd ibe fecond Emperor 
of Germany, The'King of Bobemiz, the 


Father of the prefent PrincefsSopki2, Dutch 
efs Dowager of Az nover, had been over- 
thrown at the great Battle «f Prague. 
The King of Denmark, at the Head of the 
united Forces of the Lower Saxony, had 
been beaten at another bloody Battle, 

(I forget the Place) and was oblia’d to 
make bis-Peace, and abandon the Prote- 
fant Caufe The Conclufions at 
Lzipfick (lo they call’d a Leagu> form’d by 
the Duke of Saxony, th~ i.andg:ave of 
Heffe, and all the petty Princes on that 
fid- ) had provok’d the Empc:or to the | 
higheft Degree, and the V'Gorious TJLLr . 
had fore’d feveral of the Members to ree 
nounce it fer Fear of his Military Execus 
tions, and buy their Peac- at the Lofs of 
moft of their Civil and Religious Liberties, 
Tilly bad fack’d the Imperial Ciry of Mzge . 
deburgh in a dreadful Manner, laying the 
whole City in Afbes, and maffacring 17000 
People, Men, Women, and Children, with- 
out Diftin@ion or Refpe& ro Age or Sex, 
He had from thence broken into Heffiz, and 
fore’d the Princes of Wirsemberg,’ the Lands 
grave of Heffé, the Princes of Darmjtar, 
and the Imperial Cities on the Rhine, to re- 
nounce the Concluftens of Leipfck; and he 
was now advancing into Sixomy, where he 
threatned the Eleéter with Fire and Sword, 
and {wore he would make the City of Leip- 
fick another Magdeburgh ; the Upper and. 


‘Lower Palatinate .were over-run by the 


Duke of Bavariz, and there was not one 
Prince left entire, but theDuke of Branden- 
burgh, who was oblig’d to buy his Peace 
with low Submiffions to the Emperor. 

In the Middle of this Diftrefs, when the 
German Liberty at its laft Gafp, the 
two opprefled Dukes “of Mecklenburgh hae 
Ving before follicited the Court of Sweden

Fort of Cuffriz. <— 
So hardly oil Men ufe their Benefaétors 
and Deliverers, till they are effe@ually de- 
liver’d (rom the Awe of their Oppteffors— 
The generous Swede, not to be charg’d 
with a Breach of Promife, frankly,gives him 
up, that ftrasg Poft—Buc to let him kaow 
he was fenfible of his Trifling, marches di+ 
refily for Berlin, and fits down before the 
Capital City of his Friend, refolv’d to make 
him declare himfelf for or agaiaft him. 
The Saxon Duke at the fame time waver 
‘ing and ucitable, when the Swedes began 
tn appreach, began to fall off, and the 
King of Sweden was once at the Point of 
Jeaving them both, and marching down 
the Havel into the Lower Saxony; but 
Count Tily the Imperial General remov'd
